STATE RIGHTS BLIND 


“In their search ‘or respectability | 
the Eighteenth 
Amendment have seized upon the 
doctrine of State rights to win sup- | 
port in southern quarters for a cause 
to which the South basically op- | 
posed. Anyone who is impressed by | 
that submits to a fundamental mis- 
understanding of the historic doc- 
trine of State rights. 

“How can the dvctrine of State 
rights be applicable in such a situ- | 
ation where the Constitution draws | 
no line between State and Federal | 
power, and where consequently, mere 
can be no question of the Federal 
government invading a sphere of ac- | 
tion which the Constitution reserves 
exclusively for action by the States? 

“The Federal government in en- 
forcing the prohibition amendment by 
Federal action is not assuming pow- 
ers which under the Constitution be- 
long to the States. It is exercising 
a power which the States have im- 
posed upon it through the Constitu- 
tion itself. 


WHAT STATES CAN DO 


“The constitutional on 
the subject being what it is, there 
can be no more doubt about the 
constitutional power of the Federal 
government to enforce the prohibi- 
tion amendment without invading 


Nevertheless, the wording ot the 
Eighteenth Amendment is such that 
if the States do not Care to witness 
an active campa 


eral government within their own 
borders, they have it in their power 
to avoid it. The States have pre- 
Cisely the same power of enforce- 
ment as the Federal government. If 
for any reason they feel that the en- 
forcement activities of the Federal 
government wouid be objectionable, 
all they have to do is to enforce ef- 
fectively the amendment themselves. 
This would reduce Federal activity 
to the minimum. This is what the 
amendment contemplates. 


RIGHT OF STATE 


“The power of the Federal govern- 
ment needs to be brought into play 
within the borders of a State on any 
considerable scale only when the 
State is neglecting to perform the 
af_irmative duties of enforcement 
which the Constitution contemplates 
that it shall perform. Extension of 
Federal activity is made n 
only by those States which have «a 
Warmer affection for the liquor traf- 
fic than for the Constitution. 

“Federal activity is the product of 
the deliberate refusal of certain 
States to co-operate in the nation- 
wide suppression of the liquor traf- 
fic by the joint ection of the State. 
It is monco-operation by certain 
States in a nation-wide movement 
which, on one hand, thus creates the 
necessity for Federal action and, on 
the other, vents reliance in such 
States on principle of local en- 
forcement.” 


McADOO’S STAND 

Mr. McAdoo leaves no doubt that 
he could not subscribe to any doc- 
trine that the Federal vernment 
should confine its activities to the 
prevention of smuggling, interstate 
trafficking and the -ontrol of m- 
dustrial alcohol manufacture, leav- 
ing the States to do 4 they please 
about prohibition of the sale of al- 
coholic liquors. 

His view is that the Constitution 
does not contemplate that or admit 
it, and that the whole force of the 
State rights doctrine “is on the side 
of enforcement of the amendment by 
ble, by the Federal 
government necessary.”

Experiences of Investment Trusts in Early Days 


Pointed Out as Warning to American Companies

Alweys there is a day of reckoning in the security markets when things 
are overdone. Individual Gocke are subject to correction when special 
influences take them too far out of line in either direction, and bull or bear 
markets are reversed when abnormal tendencies run rampant for any length 
of time. Readjustment is sometimes delayed, but it is, nevertheless, inevit- 


able.

Aviation in general and the need 


for a municipal airport for Los Au- 


geles in particular constituted the 
subject before the Women's City Club 
yesterday afternoon in the Morosco 
Theater, with James G. Woolley, traf- 
fic manager of the Western Air Ex- 
press, and H I. Brashear, traffic man- 
ager of the Chamber of Commerce, as 
the main speakers. 

That the public should stop look- 
ing upon aviation as something slam- 
crous and unique aud consider it 
practically as a new but sound meth- 
od of transportation, was Mr. Wool- 
ley s main point. He briefly outlined 
the history of transportation. Anal- 
agous to the great conflict between 
railroads and canals is that of the 
sir and surface mediums now, he 
said. 

“Air transportation now ts in the 
same stage of development as the 
railroad transportation of seventy-five 
years ago.” he said. “The railroad 
Was not economically sound at frst, 
and was considered so dangerous 
that trains were not allowed to run 
at night. As a matter of fact, the 
airplane is remarkably safe.’ In the 
words of the president of the Travel- 
ers Insurance Company, “a passen- 
ger traveling in a regular commercia! 

ls in less danger and beset by 
hazard than the average pedes- 
trian ma city street.” and fying 
prohibitions have Seen removed from 
all but the cheapest insurance poli- 
cies.” 


WARNS INVESTORS 


In closing, Woolley cautioned the 
club members against investing blind- 
ly in alr promotion, pointing out 
some of the difficulties in such ven- 
tures, and quoting figures to show 
the small returns possible at the 
preaent time.

ASTED YEARS 

Five years, less a few days, after the 
opening, widening and extension of Tenth 
street as a great traffic artery was first 
given the official approval of the City Coun- 
cll, the final ordimance received the signa- 
ture which means that the project can now 
be pushed to completion. It will be many 
months before motor cars can roll along the 
finished thoroughfare, but at least the legal 
obetructions bave begn burdled. 

During all these five years, a majority of 
the property owners along the street and in 
the assessment district have been in favor 
of the improvement and most of them en- 
thusiastically so, but they have been balked 
by a minority who have fought it tooth and 
toenail. Now that the fight is over this 
minority may well make use of the breath- 
ing space to take stock of what it has ac- 
complished, and similarly minded minori- 
ties in other parts of the city may profit by 


the example. 


The only thing won by the protestors has 
been delay and this has been bought at 
heavy cost. The protestors have paid for it 
in time which might have been more 
worthily employed, in money which they 
have paid out for lawyers and litigation, iu 
loss of increment to property values during 
the two or three years they have held it up, 
and in bad feeling with their neighbors. 
The cost has not been assessed upon them 
alone, but on the whole street and indeed 
on the whole city, the taxpayers of which 
have stood the other side of the litigation 
cost and in their function of property own- 


ers a part of the loss due to the failure to 


put the improvement through promptly. 
The coincident hampering of the growth of 
the community has pressed upon the pocket- 
books of all. 

While in most cases, probably, these ob- 
jectors were conscientiously trying merely 
to protect what they conceived to be their 
own interests, it must be said that their ef- 
forts were the result of sbort-sightedness, 
the immediate expense looming so large to 
their eyes that they could not look past it to 
the financial and other benefits that were 
just beyond. The history of public im- 
provement projects of this nature shows 
clearly that they are almost always worth 
far more thap they cost and that the initial 
expense is repaid many times over within s 
surprisingly short space of time. Among 
the objectors, too, were small-bore individ- 


pel them to object to any great civic under- 
taking. 

The triumph over all obstacles of this 
major project teaches the lesson that that 
which is the greatest service to the greatest 
number usually succeeds. 


NEW AMBASSADOR 
Though the naming of Dwight W. Mor- 
row as Ambassador to Mexico is in a sense 
a personal appointment by President Cool- 
idge, it is also an indication that the Presi- 
dent regards friendly relations with that 
country as of great importance. Mr. Mor- 
row was a classmate of the President at 
Amherst, and has always been his close 
friend. It is evident that he reposés great 
confidence in Mr. Morrow, and it follows 
that the new Ambassador's reports on Me» 
ican conditions will be received in Wash 

ington at their face value. 

The chief handicap under which the new 
Ambassador will labor is his unfamiliarity 
with the Spanish language and—still more 
important—with the peculiar Latin-Ameri- 
can temperament and psychology. It is 
known that President Coolidge’s first choice 
would have been one possessed of these 
qualifications in addition to the others requt- 
site In an Ambassador. The search for 
such a one failing, there is no doubt that 
the choice of Mr. Morrow is as good as any 
which could have been made. His intellii- 
gence and ability are of the very first order 
and will go far toward compensating for 
the disadvantages which—for this particular 
job—are apt to lie in Yankee directaess and 
impatience of circumlocution. 

The ready acceptance of the appointment 
in the Mexican capital is an indication that 
Mr. Morrow's mission is likely to meet with 
success. Mexico has acted with unusual 
promptness, it is pointed out, in declaring 
the man proposed persona grata, and this is 
a good augury. Ambassador Morrow will 
be able to start work under the most favor- 
able auspices, and will in addition have the 
advantage of close study of his predecee 
sor mistakes, if mistakes they can de 
called. 

The new Ambassador finds *thimself con- 
fronted with a much less turbulent ‘situa- 
tion. The land and ofl disputes, if they have 
not been settled satisfactorily, are at least 
quiescent. The attention of the Mexican 
public just now is centered upon the Presi- 
dential contest, and there is a favorable at- 
mosphere for taking up these problems 
anew and arriving at a peaceable solution 
which on the one hand will forfeit no just 
American rights and on the other will of- 
fend no Mexican national feelings. 

There will be no disposition on the part 
of the United States to take advantage of 
the commercial depression now existing in 
Mexico to force a solution disadvantageous, 
in the long run, to the Mexican people. It 
will be recognized that both parties to a

biology at California Institute of Technology 


Seems at fret glance a departure trom the 
customary curriculum of colleges mainly 
devoted to the study of engineering and a 
striking out into new fields, it need occasion 
no surprise. The heads of the institution 
announced some time ago that they pro- 
posed to make of its graduates, so far as 
possible, whole and well-rounded men in- 
stead of mere technicians, and the new de- 
partment is a part of that program. Eco- 
nomics, sociology and political science are

The value of the new department, how- 
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ever, will be by no means confined to the 
institution itself and to its graduates. The 
institute already has acquired a world 
reputation for practical contributions to 
scientific advancement, contributions im- 
mediately translatable into betterments in 
the complex processes of living as well as 
im pushing back the frontiers of human 
knowledge. There are few fields of scien- 
tific research which offer the potentialities 
for practical good that does the science of 
life itself. The addition of a department 
of biology of a scope worthy of Caltech and 
in charge, as it will be, of one of the great- 
est biologists of the world, is of a signif- 
icance far wider than its merely educa- 
tional aspect. It will bring new honors to 
Southern California and at the same time 
will serve humanity everywhere. 

General physiology, genetics, biophysics, 
biochemistry, developmental mechanics and 
perhaps experimental psychology are to be 
the subdepartments of the new department, 
in which emphasis will be laid upon re 
search and graduate study. These are the 
subjects, the institute announces, which it 
is felt offer the best opportunity for discov- 
ertes of new truths by the application of 
mathematical, chemical and physical 
methods. 

Institution of the department brings to 
Southern California another leader in 
ecientific work, Dr. Thomas Hunt Morgan of 
Columbia University, who will be its head. 
Dr. Morgan is presidept of the National 
Academy of Science and has both working 
and honorary degrees from Johns Hopkins. 
His reputation internationally is hardly less 
than that of Dr. Millikan, his new chief, and 
his acceptance of the post is a tribute to 
the standing of California Institute of 
Technology in the scientific world. He will 
give the new department much prestige, 
and his coming is an occasion upon whieh 
California education may congratulate it- 
self. 

Recognition of the close interrelation of 
all the sciences is the salient characteristic 
of twentieth-century thought, as attempts to 
correlate them into a philosophy were the 
characteristic of the nineteenth. The philo 
sophers merely asserted that there was a 
common basis for all science, while the 
pew-day seekers are finding it.

EAGUE FEELERS 
Uncle Sam seems to be viewed by the 
League of Nations as a very eligible parti, 
one outside the circle of membership, but 
still one whose influence ig acknowledged 
and whose advice is sought. It is not far- 
fetched to seein recent actions of the 
League a desire to bring long-ranged diplo- 
matic pressure on us to mix more and more 
in the deliberations of the League, perhaps 
ip time to become something more than an 
interested observer. Just now there is an 
effort being made, backed by the smaller 
nations of Europe, to have the League for- 
mally outlaw war and io various ways bring 
pressure to have the nations observe the 
commands of the League. In this action it 
is recognized that our influence might be of 
great help and we have been urged to co- 
operate. 

M. Politis of Greece made an eloquent 
plea for such help which received enthusias- 
tic support. Our diplomatic history has 
been so uniformly right on questions con- 
cerning the well-being of mankind that the 
nations in general wish to know where we 
stand op such a question as outlawing war. 

Some of the actions of the League Assem- 
bly are significant. They are not neces- 
sarily to be considered as antagonistic to 
us, but they are certainly calculated to ar- 
rest our attention. The president of the As- 
sembly is a citizen of Uruguay. Canads 
and Cuba have both been elected to seats 
in the Leagues Council to which, of course, 
all important questions of League policy are 
referred. Panama has already been brought 
up before the League. The Platt amend- 
ment in regard to Cuba certainly will be, as 
well as our actions in Nicaragua and other 
Caribbean countries. The only significance 
to be attributed to these actions is that jhey 
will stir up more than usual interest in this 
country and, their sponsors doubtless hope, 
may eventuate in practical participation by 
our government,
